destruction and panic in Nancy that have 
been circulating in Paris and elsewhere. 
The proclamation, which is entitled 
“Shame to Sowers of Panic,”’ gives the 
casualties as stated and adds that no 
fires have been caused by the bombard. 
ment. The prefect says he believes that 
the exaggerated rumors were started by 
persons living remote from Nancy be- 
cause amyone near there woe know they 
were untrue.

FIERCE ATTACKS 
ON TEUTON LINE 


Petrograd Reports New Gains 
In Galicia: Vienna Claims 
‘Assaults Repelled. 


The Russians have renewed their 
offensive against the Austrians in 
Galicia and Bukowina with heavy 
bombardments and infantry attacks. 
The Slavs also are continuing their 
pressure against the Germans in 
the center. Petrograd claims 
further gains in both regions, while 
Vienna reports the repulse of all 
attacks. 


RUSSIAN WAR REPORT. 
PETROGRAD, Jan. 8&—Russian gains 
at three distinct points on the wide battle 
front extending from the Pripet river 
southward to Bukowina were reported 
in an official statement from the war 
office tonight. | 
The war office admitted that German 
troops drove the Russians out of Czar- 
torysk, in Volhynia, a few hours after 
they had captured the town. Russian 
counter attacks again dislodged the 
enemy, it was stated, Czartorysk being 
recaptured and three officers and fifty 
prisoners taken. The statement follows: 
In the region of Riga, near the 
Mitau road, the Germans again di- 
retced asphyxiating gases toward our 
trenches. Considerable enemy forces, 
by means of counter attacks, repulsed 
our detachments from Czartorysk, 
but afterward were dislodged, leav- 
ing three olucers and fifty men in our 
hands. Further attempts of the enemy 
to drive us from Czartorysk failed. 


Make Gains in Galicia. 
On the middle Stripa our units cap- 
tured an enemy ition here and 


there. They also fortified themselves 
in the center of wire entanglements 
in immediate contact with the enemy.

EXPERTS HOLD ARMY PLAN INADEQUATE 
| FOR DEFENSE AND MONROE DOCTRINE.

Omaha, Neb., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary Garrison appeared before the house 
military affairs committee and presented 
a formal argument in behalf of the ad- 
ministration defense plans. That the sec- 
retary recognizes the necessity for de- 
fense is shown by his statement that the 
integrity of the nation and its very exist- 
ence may depend on what is done in this 
matter at this time. 

In speaking of our reeponsibilities 
which must be considered when plan- 
ning to provide adequate defense, the 
secretary not only mentioned the néeces- 
sity to guard our insular possessions, but 
included the statement that we must 
make: good our position with reference 
to our promises to the other American 
republics, This is of the utmost impor- 
tance as it considerably enlarges the 
problem, for the reason that up to the 
present the plans considered have only 
had to do with the defense of our over- 
sea possessions and the continental limite 
of the United States. 


General Staff Plan Inadequate. 

The general staff plan, which is the only 
one gotten up entirely by military experts 
and takes nothing into consideration 
other than the military problem pure and 
simple, did not provide a force sufficient 
to enable us to live up to this agreement 
under the Monroe doctrine. In other 
words, if the plan advocated by the secre- 
tary provides less defense than that ad- 
vocated by the general staff it not only 
fails to give ue a sufficient armed force

Peace vs. War Strength. 
Mr. Garrison would have all regular 
units at peace strength. The general 
staff not only advocated more units, but 
that they should all be at war strength, 
and that the men who had completed 
their service should be used to form re- 
serve units. etter aa 
Under Mr. Garrison's plan the mobile 
troops of the regular army in peace time 
would consist of 50,000 men. Using their 
reservists in war this force would con- 
sist of about 90,000. The general staff 
plan provides a mobile regular army in 
the United States of 121,000, to which, in 
time of war, would be added the reserve 
units, making a total mobile force of 
500,000 regular troops available. 
For his second force the secretary ad- 
vocates the raising of a continental army 
of 400,000 men, wth a Hmited amount of 
training each year. He expects to raise 
this by the voluntary system, but states 
in another part of his argument that the 
voluntary system. cannot. produce more 
than 50,000 men per. year for the regular 
army. 


Volunteer System at Fault. 


If the voluntary system cannot produce 
more than’ this number where men are 
paid and taken care of by the government 
throughout the year, how can it produce 
133,000 a year where the government only 
pays and takes care of them for two 
months in each of three separate years 
and expects them to take care of them- 
selves for the remaining ten months of 
each of these years.

than nine months’ intensive training. 
There can be no doubt that had they been 
permitted to express their full opinion’ 
they would have advocated that this 
training be continued. and that the men 
to undergo it be raised by some system 
of universal military training. There is 
no provision whatsoever in the secre- 
tary’s plan to provide 500,000 men to re- 
place casualties. The secretary adyo- 
cates the expansion of the national guard 
to a strength of 400,000, but does not pro- 
vide adequate means to bring about thia 
much to be desired increase. 


Calls Garrison Too Optimistic. 

The secretary says that there is a dis- 
position to assume that we are facing 
a crisis and that the only way to meet 
any emergency is to adopt emergency 
measures. He advocates straining every 
nerve and‘ drawing on every resource 
and overlooking nothing necessary to pre- 
serve and defend us, regardless of cost 
and of other considerations. In spite of 
this, he only provides for a mobile force 
of 90,000 regulars, 400,000 partially trained 
men, and the national guard to. defend 
our insular possessions, the continental 
limits of the United States, and the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 

The general staff shows that 500,000 
regulars, with considerably more train- 
ing than that of the secretary's 400,000, 
the national guard, and 500,000 to be 
raised at the outbreak of war are needed 
to defend our insular possessions and 
the continental limits of the United States 
alone. It is obvious that a proper mili- 
tary defense of all of this hemisphere 
even with the aid of the armies of the 
other republics, necessitates a much 
larger force than that advocated by the 
secretary of war.

MANILA, P. 1., Dec. 1.—Evidence, most 
of it indirect in nature, continues to mul- 
tiply showing positively the workings 
of the Filipino-Janapese combination. 

Heretofore you have received informa- 
tion regarding the National party here 
and its alleged connectron with Japanese 
agents. Japanesé have formulated a 
Pan-Oriental society and a focal branch 
exists in Manila. At a meeting of this 
society in Manila Nov. 26 a lecture cov- 
ering. an hour and a half was given by 
Gen. Alejandrino, whose pro-Japanese 
sentiments are well known. It was a de- 
fense of Japan's action in Corea and a 
prediction that in the future the entire 
orient would be solidified under pan 
orientalism. . : 
The significant fact is that no local 
paper carried the contents of this lec- 
ture. Inasmuch as every one of these 
papers is controlled by present native 
leaders, it appears to the writer that their 
editors were acting under instructions 
when mention was not made. 


Try to Keep All Secret. 
It can be realized that information of 
this character will not help the native in 
the United States and the leaders appear 
to be wise enough to keep all matters 
pertaining to the Oriental society away 
from the public. 
There is some underground movement 
going on in these islands in which Japan 
is taking a prominent part. Whether or 
not the military secret service has this 
in hand is4mpossible to ascertain. 
Many of the scout and constabulary of- 
ficers who have had years of experience 
in the outlying provinces are strong in ' 
their belief that Japanese agents are 
active,

Holds Firm to Neutrality. 

The king’s statement was made in com- 
municating to the correspondent an im- 
portant declaration of his policy which 
he had given to a representative of the 
Lokal Anzeiger of Berlin. 

In his statement to the correspondent of 
the Lokal Angeiger King Constantine set 
forth more clearly than hitherto the pur- 
pose: underlying his policy, which is 
““ not to be cajoled or coerced out of neu- 
trality.”’ 

“‘ Whether the Balkan question will be 
satisfactorily solved by this European 
war I do not know,” the statement says. 


Conserves Nation’s Strength. 

“This is of prime importa to my 
country, for when peace does come Greece 
will be a factor of considerable impor- 
tance, whereas, were she to enter a long-

Sentiment plays little part 
in politics, I do not let myself be influ- 
enced by any sympathies, antipathies, or 
other feelings I have only the duty of 
looking after the interests of my people 
with all my ability.’’

Beer is 
gaid to have been the orig!nal owner and 
to have recommended the lot as being 
worth $75000 The alleged fraud took 
place in May and June, 1911.

that as well as my earning capacity.” 

“It ls almost unbelievable,’’ said. Her- 
man de Vries, brother-in-law of the 
singer, “that an artist can be injured 
through no fault of her own, her salary 
stopped, and no financial aid whatever 
given her. Mme. de Vries fell when.a@ 
stage hand stumbled and dropped the 
rope which upheld her basket.”’

One of the men 
indicted with him was tried in New York 
and convicted.

Burke’s wife formerly lived here, and he 
bought a farm southwest of Columbus 
and has been spending large sums there 
installing a creamery, an ice plant, a bak- 
ery, a laundry, and other industries. 
Burke refused to talk of his plans for the 
farm, saying he had been given enough 
newspaper mention in connection with 
the Panama canal scandal. 

When the rumor that he had attempted 
suicide gained currency here, a servant 
in the Burke home declared over the tele- 
phone that he had been suffering from an 
attack of stomach trouble and was iil. 
She declined to make any other state- 
ment.

What does work is this: a civilian secretary of the 
navy or of war determines upon a certain’ program 
or group of recommendations. Being a political offi- 
cial of partisan affiliation and member of the presi- 
dent’s household, political and partisan considera- 
tions enter into the formulation of this program. 
If as at present the congress is of a similar partisan 
complexion, the secretary and the chairman of the 
committees having to do with navy or army legisla- 
tion, as the case may be, are in sympathy with the 
secretarial program. Consequently, when hearings 
begin the chairmen not only call witnesses most 
favorable to the program or most manageable under 
interrogation, but they are able so to manage the 
inquiry that the full force of criticism is not elic- 
ited. The obstructionist Hay of the house commit- 
tee on military affairs has been particularly ruth- 
less in this respect, and Capt. Reilly reports that he 
has announced recently that no officers would be al- 
lowed to testify at hearings-in his committee other 
than those he chose to call.. 

This is the limit for insolent ohscurantism and 
should cost Hay not only his place at the head of 
one of the most important committees 1n all con- 
gress but his seat in the national legislature. No 
man who is capable of usurping such power has any 
proper sense of American principles or is fit to rep- 
resent an American community. 

Secretary Daniels is not so tactless, and probably 
neither he nor Secretary Garrison is so unscrupu- 
lous. Nevertheless, the obvious and inevitable result 
of the policy expressed in the department orders 
against the discussion of navy and army questions

LFRED DE VIGNY was born in 1797. His father, Count de Vigny, was 
an ancient officer of Louis XV. and a brilliant courtier.

Alfred began to 
write poetry very early, but when his mother asked him about his future vocation 
be answered that he wanted to be a soldier.

FRIEDRICH HEBBEL. 


RIEDRICH HEBBEL was born in 1813 in little town in Holstein. His 
father was a workman, an honest and righteous man, but embittered and 


hardened by poverty. He called his two sons his “ wolves,” on account of |} 


their boyish appetites, and although the atmosphere of the little shanty was 
morally clean, the sky was mostly somber for Friedrich. After the father’s death 
an official of the town took the boy into his house as an underclerk. He had seen 
how gifted young Hebbel was, and thought that he could make good use of him; 
but he did nothing to help him ip his strife for a higher existence and treated 
him like the lowest of servants. Up to his fortieth year Hebbel was always de- 
pendent on other people and he had to pay for their paltry benefits with tears and 
humiliations. A benefactress of his, who had read some of his verges in the local 
newspapers, took him to Hamburg, and later on he got a scholarship from the 


Paris and Rome. But he never'could live on this scholarship efter the manner of 
an average man; he had to do most of his traveling on foot, and warm food was 
a rarity for him. He usually lived on coffee and rolls. He was very proud, and 
once he wrote to a countess who had, in a tactless manner, sent him a small 
present: “I will not owe anything to my misery but my character!” A dan- 
gerous word, and misery indeed was stamped on his character. It showed in 
touchiness, unjustified suspicion, and terrible outbursts of violence. : 

This man, who certainly suffered dreadfully in body and mind, was in spite 


character, who loved him and lived for him. The first whom he encountered was 
Elise Lensing, one of the most pathetic characters in literature. She was a poor 
girl, but she worked for him, sent him money, clothes, and small necessities; she 
supported his mother and put up with all the difficulties of her irregular position— 
sh: had given him two boys—with angelic patience. Hebbel appreciated all she 
had done, but he did not love her with real passion, and he felt that he owed him- 
self to his genius, so he refused to marry ber. In Vienna he met Christine Eng- 
haus, a famous and ebautiful actréss at the Imperial theater, and he won her love, 
which indeed was half pity and half admiration. Christine was a strong and 
noble character, and she took Blise’s part against Hebbel himself. “ You do not

EBBEL has written grand dramas and wonderful verses. Like De Vigny 
and Amiel, he was a thinker as well as a poet, and this faculty has some- 
times paralyzed the dramatic action of his plays. But he is one of the 
four great German poets of the nineteenth century, Goethe, Schiller, 

Kleist, and Hebbel. His works will never be as popular as Schiller’s, but he is 
the more original and deeper thinker, and his conceptions carry a stronger appeal 
to our psychological age. Schiller is too much of a rhetorician and an epigram- 
matist to please us. Hebbel’s first great drama was “ Judith.” He wrote it at 
the age of 23, and it is the most stunning “ tour de force” of a young poet with- 
out any education, without any knowledge of real life and what we rather pre- 
sumptuously call “the world.” I saw some years ago a performance with Max | 
Reinhardt as producer, and the impression was immense., (Mr. Belasco wastes 


sents it to the American public as a German masterpiece, why not import the 
real thing?) : 

For an American who wants to get acquainted with Hebbel’s dramas, the 
work to read first would be “ Gyges and His Ring,” because this is the sunniest 
(or the least somber) of his plays. The most gigantic is “ Die Nibelungen,” but 
the epical poem towers over the drama. Hebbel is the favorite poet of William 
II., a fact which is astonishing, as the emperor’s taste is rather American—i. e., 
a shallow optimism with a good dose of sentimentality (Ganghofer). Hebbel has 
written other dramas, but why bother you with titles? Try “Judith”; it is 
something unique and unforgettable! Of course, where in this country are the 
actors who could play parts like Holofernes and Judith? By destroying all con- 
nection with the past, all literary tradition, all “style,” you have made your 
theater the miserable, sloppy, terre-a-terre thing it is and alas! will be, an easy 
victim for movies and continuous vaudeville!

His 
brain, like his father’s, lacks the power

He was president of the 
board of trade and secretary of state of 
the home office, and in 1911 was appointed 
first lord of the admiralty. The Britisb 
navy is indebted to him for quite a num- 
ber of useful services, and the empire 
will not forget him that its most impor- 
tant weapon was in first class condition 
when it was needed.

ERHAPS the heaviest player Amer 

ica—or England—has ever knowp 
p was Richard Ten Broeck, who was 

the pioneer turfman from the Unit- 

ed States to take race horses from 
his country to England, The first lot.he 
took over in 1857 was Starke, Prioress, 
and Umpire, the latter a three-quarters 
brother to Lexington, being by Lecompte 
{also a son of Boston], from Alice Car 
neal, : 

With Starke Ten Broeck made a tre- 
mendous clean-up when he won the Good- 
wood cup, but when Prioress won the 
Cesarevitch, at odds of 60 to 1, Mr. Ten 
‘Broeck’s winnings were said to be fully 
$350,000. Umpire also won a big bunch 
of California’s best product when he 
took a stake. 
chum of thé Prince of Wales, and moved 
in the best society of Great Britain. The 
New York turfman owned Lexington, and 
when the horse won the great race at 
Metairie track, New Orleans, in the 
middie ‘60s, and ran the four miles against 
Father Time in 7:19%, cutting Lecompte’s 
record four seconds, he won over $100,000 
in bets. 

Mr. Ten Broeck was a millionaire and 
married a Louisville belle, a Miss Smith, 
in the late '70s, having a beautiful place 
in Jefferson county, Kentucky, about 
seven miles from the metropolis of the 
grand old commonwealth. About 1893 or 
1804 the great turfman, a classmate of 
Lee and Grant at West Point, a multi- 
millionaire and the pet of royalty, passed 
before the Great Judge, at Redwood City, 
San Mateo county, California. Like 
most of the great bettors, he died prac- 
tically penniless, and that, too, at the 
age of 85. . |

A truly great hor.» of 1882 and 1883 was 
Chinn & Morgan's bay colt Leonatus, by 
Longfellow-Semper Felix. “ There may 
have been better 2-year-olds than the 
big, handsome Longfellow colt, but I very 
much doubt if we have ever seen a better 
23-year-old. I base this on his easy wins 
of the Kentucky and Latonia derbies over 
good horses like Ascender, Lord Raglan. 
and Morris & Patton’s Drake Carter 
which had made a clean sweep of the 
stakes up to that time at the south. 

By the side of Leonatus the Ten Broeck 
gelding looked rather cheap. And Drake 
Carter sold for $17,500—a gelding record. 
He went east aafter Leonatus’ breakdown 
and won stake after stake, and broke a 
long distance record or two in the bar- 
gain. Leonatus and Emperor of Norfolk 
were much alike in every way-—two of 
the handsomest big horses I ever saw and 
two wonderful racers.

It was in 1883 that I saw the great 
daughter of Longfellow, Thora, break 
down in the Louisville cup, won by John 
Loud’s Lida Stanhope, by Waverly, with 
Checkmate second and John Davis third. 
Charles Reed’s grand, big mare, Thora, 
was just making her run, nearing the 
half mile ground, and seemed to be going 
twice as fast as John Davis and Check- 
mate, Stanhope, ridden by Isaac Murphy, 
laying alongside Thora. 

Suddenly Thora’s flag of distress 
switched and the cry went up, “ Some- 
thing has happened to Thora!” She 
switched her tail a couple more times, 
stopped to a walk, and hobbled in on 
three legs, her great racing career at an 
end. Lida Stanhope went on to an easy 
victory under the masterly ride of Isaac 
Murphy. Checkmate was second and 
John Davis, perhaps thirteen years old 
at that time, third. 

Mike Keegan, a Louisville railroad con- 
tractor, won $41,000 on Lida Stanhope and 
gave John Loud $10,000 for the “ infy” 
and Murphy $1,000 for the good ride. 

Keegan was Louisville’s largest bettor 
in those days. On his great mare Thora 
Charles Reed had lost fully $50,000, and 
had purchased nine pools where first 
choice was $2,500 in every case. Stanhope 
brought about $900, Checkmate $600, and

No scrubbing, 
cleaning, etc., seemed to do any good. so 
I resolved to sprinkle around some insect 
powder.

Hunt Promises “Cleanup” Effort. 
“In a city of this size murders occur, 
and will occur, in connection with which 


no decisive clews can be obtained. The 


problem for us, of course, is to diminish 
the number as far as possible, and to that 
end I shall work and expect my men to 
work with the greatest persistency. Our 
organization may be faulty—human or- 
ganizations usually are—but I shali do my

“T have made one change already 
which I believe will make for better effi- 
elency inthe department.

But bizarre murders have gone wun- 
solved. There is a holdover case from 
1912 that for daring, brutal criminality 
and unusual circumstances has no equal 
in the recent annals of the Chicago police. 
It is the Logue murder, in connection 
with which dozens of arrests have beep 
made, scores of clews discovered and 
found fruitiess and many theories ad- 
vanced and rejected. 

Joseph H. Logue was an eccentric old 
diamond merchant with offices on the 
third floor of the McVicker Theater build- 
ing In Madison street. On the morning 
of Dee. 21, 1012, there were three callers 
at the Logue office, two blonde women 
and the wife of a prominent Chicago bust- 
ness man, whose name was not divulged. 
The callers left. Logue, who, during the 
holiday rush, Lad been bringing his lunch 
to eat at the office, told his office boy, 
Steven Durze, he could go to lunch at 
12:30. = ; 

Down in Madison etreet Christmas 
shoppers thronged the sidewalks and the 
heavy noon traffic moved slowly along to 
the signais of the corner policemen. In 
a room directly beneath that occupied’ by 
Logue two employés of J. Crest, wigmak- 
er, were fitting curls on dummy heads. 
Next door a manicurist was improving 
her. lunch hour by reading a magazine 
love story. In the lobby of the theater 
below crowds of men and women stood in 


line awaiting the opportunity to purchase» 


tickets to the afternoon performance of 
the vartety show.

In Broad Daylight. 

There was a sharp report and the man- 
icurist started in her chair. “ There 
goes another tire,” she thought, and re- 
turned to her story. There was a thud 
and the wigmakers below remarked upon 
it and concluded another keg of beer had 
been unloaded in the saloon below. About 
1;30 the office boy started back to work. 
He whistled on his way upstairs and 
grasped the knob of the door to his place 
of employment and found it locked. He 
took out his key, opened the door, and 
walked into the room. The shades were 
down on the windows facing the hallway, 
He walked over to the counter that sepa- 
rated his employer's desk and safe from 
the front of the room and peeked over. 
He started back with a scream and 
rushed to the elevator and yelled to the 
operator when the car stopped at the

A safe, six feet high and 
three feet square, used by Logue to con- 
ceal his diamonds at night was locked. 
A detective turned the knob slowly to 
the left, and then slowly to the right 
again, and there was a click. He moved 
the levers and the door swung open. Six 
compartments had been pried open and 
they were empty. Blood etains stained 
the hardwood drawers, but they were so 
smeared that no finger print evidence 
would be obtained. 


That was what the detectives had to 
work on. The murderers—because it 
was obvious that more than one nad 
participated in the crime—had committed 
their crime in full view of any one who 
might be looking out the window from 
the Boston store across the street. They 
had gone unconcernedly down the stairs 
and joined the throng of Christmas shop- 
pers. 

Theories were advanced, many of them. 
Arrests were made. A fiat was raided 
which was found to contain burglars’ 


kita, great quantities of loot, and enough 


ammunition to stock the police force. 
But though the occupants of the flat 
admitted their business consisted of safe- 
blowing and second story working, they 
convinced the detectives that they had 
nothing to do with the Logue murder. 
The cas ran for some weeks in the news- 
papers and then died out. P 
Theories in Voorhees Case. 

In no case, probably, in the history of 
Chicago crimes, have so many theories 
been advanced as there were in connec- 
tion with the death of Franklin R. Voor- 
hees, head of the Frank R. Voorhees com- 
pany, general brokers, with offices at 39 
South La Salle street. And not one of the 
theories has been established as fact. 

It has been variously conjectured that: 
Voorhees was killed by war fanatics be- 
cause he had been selling explosives to 
the allies; one holdup man killed him; 
‘two robbers murdered !.i10 after following 
him for days; he was killed by an irate 
father; he was killed by a jealous hus- 
band; he was killed by a shot from his 
own res:dence; he was killed by three 
auto bandits; a second story worker shot 
and robbed him; he was waylaid end 
killed by “diamond spotters”; he was 
killed by his bookkeeper, who attempted 
to dispose of Voorhees’ diamond through 
a woman; and he killed himself. 

From testimony given at the coroner’s 
inquest, which rendered a verdict of death 
at the hands of a robber, the following 
incidents of the case were established: 

.- A 
Facts of Case. 

Just after 5 o'clock on the evening of 
Oct. 23 of last year, Voorbees entered 
Montague Bros.’ saloon at Thirty-ninth 
street and Cottage Grove avenue. He 
was alone. Dan J. Carroll, a salesman 
living at 621 Kast Thirty-seventh street, 
was at the bar with three friends. Car- 
roll knew Voorhees and invited him to 
have & drink. Voorhees took a bourbon 
highball and started to leave in about ten 
minutes. “ What's your hurry” asked 
Carroll. “I'll be late to dinner,”’ Voor- 
hees answered. ) 

The next thread of the broker’s itiner- 
ary was picked up at Bighty-third street 
and Cottage Grove avenue. At that cor- 
ner, Harry Cooper, conductor on a north 
bound South Chicago car, said a waiter— 
presumably because of his white jacket 
and apron—assisted Voorhees aboard the 
car. “I'ma little stewed,” Voorhees told 
Cooper. “Don't fall to cah out Fifty- 
first street.” The time he stated was be- 
tween 6:40 and 5:45 p. m. 

Margaret Shea of 7503 De Soto avenue 
said she saw Voorhece sitting in the front 
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seat of the car when she got on it at Gev- 
enty-tirst street. She identified the eccu- 
Pant of the seat by a visit to the morgue 
and by a photograph. He was mopping 
& wound bentne nis right ear, she said, 
and his handkerchief became spotted with 
blood. He acted peculiarly, she said, and 
she,thought he was drunk. She noticed 
his diamond ring and tie pin.

* Man in Slouch Hat, 

Across from Voorhees on one of the 
lengthwise seats Miss Shea absorved a 
man in a black overcoat with a slouch 
hat pulled down over his eyes watching 
Voorhees. The man was sbout 80 years 
old, she testified. 

Just before the car reached Hyde 
Park boulevard Cooper, the conductor, 
came back and tapped Voorhees on the 
shoulder and told him that was where he 


wanted to get off. The conductor assist- 


ed Voorhees to alight and a man he de-. 
scribed as wearing a black overcoat and 
a soft hat got off immediately after- 
ward.. Miss Shea said the man she had 
seen watching Voorhees hurriedly left 
the car when Voorhees got off. 

The conducter and motorman testified 
that Voorhees alighted from the car at 
6:05 p. m. This was the time they were 
due, according to their schedule, to ar- 
rive at Hyde Park boulevard. The time 
elapsing between Voorhees’ leaving the 
car and the shooting was not accounted 
for. From the car line it is only two

Local Pastors 
Help to Raise. 


Pension Fund 
By the Rev. W. B. Norton. 


HE seventy pastors of the Chicago 
southwestern district of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church have begun 
an intensive campaign to raiid’' 
a their share of the $15,000,008 which 
the entire denomination is seeking to 
raise for the support of the retired min- 
istera, widows, and dependent orphans. 
Next Sunday the pastors will exchange 
pulpits and each one will do his best'to 
‘educate his neighbor and thereby educate 
himself concerning the campaign. There 
will follow a personal canvass lasting 
two weeks or more. The pastors have 
a good example by subscribing for five 
years a certain graduated per cent of 
their own salaries. The pastor getting 
$600 salary pays $3 a yeer for five years. 
The one receiving $1,000salary pays $11 
@ year. The one getting $2,000 salary 
pays $40 a year. The one getting $3,000 
salary pays $90 a year. The one getting 
$4,000 salary pays $160 a year, and the 
one receiving $5,000 pays $250 a 
year. The members of the church are 
expected to supply the big gifts of $1,000 
to $10,000 each and other sums until the 
Rock River conference raises its total of

‘The Roman Catholic Church of the 
Presentation, Springfield avenue and 
‘West Polk street, has one of the most 
extraordinary records of any church in 
the qty. The pastor is the Rev. James 
J, Jennings. Father Jennings organized 
the church seventeen years ago when the, 
locality was little more than an open 
prairie. In this period a property includ~ 
ing the church, residence for the priests, 
end parochial school has been acquired 
which cost $350,000. The property is en- 
tirely free from debt, the last $25,000 
heving been announced on Jan 2 as paid. 
Last year the income was $47,000. The 
Christmas offering was $5,169, the largest 
fm the history of the church. So great 
was the rejoicing over the payment of 
the debt the children in the parochial 
school were given an extra week of vaca- 
tion. For several years Father Jennings 
has devoted one-half of his salary of 
$1,000 a year towards the payment of the 
debt. There remained over $3,000 in the 
treasury after the accounts of the year 
were all settied. The neighborhood is

SPECTACLE now is presented in 

the, early evening sky. Just after 

gundown, while the colors of the 

sunset still endure, Venus becomes

In the late afternoon or early evening, 
about 5 o'clock, the two planets have the 
heavens to themselves.

Thus at this time of the year the early 
evening brings to folk a sense of intimacy. 
The great suns are not insistent in pro- 
jJecting the idea of their distances, their 
light years, their power, and huge bulk 
and wonders. It is almost a domestic 
scene, revealing the. mechanism of our 
own system. 

It is nothing for the solar system to be 
dominant by dey. Our’ star then extin- 
guishes the light of greater stars and 
nothing in all the sun filled sky is visible. 
So completely is this illusion established 
that one never conceives that the sky by 
day is just as filled by a million suns as is 
the aky by night.

They do not exist because our intimate 
estar, the sun, stands blazingly between 
them and our sight. Also until our star 
goes below the horizon its own planets, 
which have been crossing the heavens, 
cannot appear. 

At the first touch of dusk these days 
Jupiter and Venuscome forth. It is late 
enough for their brilliance. Itigtooearly 
for that of the great suns which have been 
hidden by our little sun. 

With the eun just disappeared from ' 
sight, a consciousness of the brown earth 
and a sight of the two planets, great and 
majestic, in the sky,’ the human gets a 
tense of the form and composition of the 
solar system. ' 


Jupiter requires iy yeans 10 months and 
17 daye for revolution about the sun: 
Venus revolves in 224.7 days. Jupiter is 
the greatest of planets; Venue is smaller 
than the earth, its diameter being nearly 
7,700 miles. The mean distance of Venue 
from the sum is 67,200,000 miles. When | 
nearest the earth it is within 25,000,000 


sun it is 160,000,000 miles distant. Being 
nearer the sun, it receives almost twice 
as much heat and Nght as the earth. 
Venus hae no moon of sufficient size to 
be seen even at the transit when the 
planet passes across the face of the sun 
and ig visible from the earth against the 
sun. Occasionally it can be seen in full 
Gaylight and is best studied then.

Open’the door of light and push the bulb 
socket forward or back until you get the de- 
sired focus.

There are so many things that might be the 
cause of improper battery charging that it is 
almost impossible to say which ag or 
combination of troubles is responsible. The 
trouble might be in the battery itself, in the 
commection Detween the generator and the 
battery, or in the generater. Examine the 
wires for loose connections or short circuits. 
See that the solution in the battery entirely’ 
submerges the plates about one-half inch, and 
examine the battery for leakages or cracked 
cells. It may be that the battery is not in 
shape, due to an accumulation of sediment in 
the bottom, which is in contact, or partial 
contact, with the bottom of the plates, thue 
effecting a short circuit.. Then, too, the trouble 
might be traceable to the automatic cut-off,
